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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Fortieth Infantry. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We enclose a clipping from the Ohlo 
State Journal which speaks for the For- 
tieth Infantry and why it ts held, or 
rather the “period of war’ men in it. 
We are absolutely helpless because we 
have no one community to back us up. 
The regiment is composed of regulars, 
volunteers and drafted men from every 


State in the Union, therefore our sup- 
port is so scattered as to have no effect 
on Washington at all. 

‘We dare not make any demonstration 
or raise any objection for fear it may be 
called mutiny or conspiracy against the 
Government. We have now been here 
seven months with no relief... Solid guard 
duty witb drill and fatigue between and 
one month after we arrived here 50 per 
cent were discharged and sent home. 
These were mostly men who were always 
in trouble and in the guardhouse most of 
the time. The balance went on and did 
the same duty until the regiment came 
out with the information that jobs were 
very scarce on the outside and encour- 
aged the men to re-enlist, tempting them 
with a 30-day furlough and their dis- 
charge bonus to spend while away. 

Many already disgusted with close con- 
finement in camp, jumped at this propo- 
sition. Some re-enlisted in the com- 
pany, but many re-enlisted for other sta- 
tions and various branches of the serv- 
ice. Again the unfortunates who re- 
ragined did double duty while these men 
went on their long furlough, as it left 
the regiment only a remnant of its for- 
meg @¢trength.

MAN DIES T0 GlV 
INSURANCE TO WIFE 
He LEFT IN 1896 


Former St. Louis Man Ends 
Life on 21st Anniversary 
of Date on Which Couple 
Separated. 


SHE REARED FAMILY 


WITHOUT ANY HELP: 


Deed Supposed to Be Due 
to Desire to Atone for Her 
Years of Struggling to 
Support Children. | 


Twenty-one years ago Patrick | 
McKernan, who conducted an op-| 
tical goods and jewelry shop at 
Grand avenue and North Market | 
street, deserted his wife and three 
young children. Soon after his dis- 
appearance a fourth child was born. 
For long years the mother took his 
place as hreadwinner, until her 
health broke down under the toil of 
rearing the family. Nota cent came 
from the truant father, although the 


family heard recently that he had 
accumulated property worth $50,000 | 
in Chicago. 

Yesterday came the tragic de-| 
nouement to this. domestic history, | 
when Mrs. Catherine B. McKernan, | 
now 62 years old, was informed that. 
a man known as Patrick Kerns had | 
killed himself Friday in Chicago. In 
his effects was found an insurance 
card naming as beneficiary of the 
policy Mrs. Catherine Kerns of 2619 
North Market street. Mrs. McKer- 
nan was certain from many facts 
that the dead man was her husband. 
McKernon went under the name of 
“Kerns” in Chicago. The physical 
description tallied with that of Mc- 
Kernan. Mrs. McKernan had for- 
merly lived at the addréss given on | 
North Market street. 

Two Decades of Wrong. 

It appeared that the long-absent 
husband had at last felt an impulse 
of remorse, and that he sought by 
a final act of reparation to make 
amends for two decades of wrong, 
sacrificing his life that his insurance 
might go to his wife. She pointed 
out that the date of the suicide was 
the twenty-first anniversary of her 
separation from her husband. 

Notification of the death reached | 
Mrs. McKernan through the Police | 
Department, to which a telegram | 
was sent by Chief of Detectives | 
Mooney of Chicago. ‘‘Kerns’” was! 
described as being around 60 years| 
old, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 145 pounds | 
in weight, and fair of complexion, | 
with gray hair. Mrs. McKernan | 
was so sure of the identification that | 
she wired to a Chicago nteetahiiou | 
firm, which also sent a telegram of) 
description, to hold the body. Her | 
eldest son, James, left last night for 
Chicago. 

According to Mrs. McKernan’s | 
story to a Post-Dispatch reporter, | 

her husband was subject to such. 
rages of jealousy that in terror she | 
left him, on June 20, 1898. Being 
a Catholic, she did not seek a di-. 
vorce, but filed a suit for |separate | 
maintenance. The Court awarded 
her $20 a month, but without paying | 
any installments her husband van- 
ished. She did not hear from him 
again for 11 years.

The deserted wife worked in a 
shoe factory, as housekeeper for a 
relative and at any form of labor) 
that came to hand, until the chil- 
dren were grown.

three jewelry stores and a laundry. | | 
But not once in the 21 “Mears, said | 
Mrs. McKernan, did he contribute a | 
nickel to the support of his family. 
Sued for Divorce in 1917. 

In October, 1917, he filed suit pas | 
divorce in Chicago. That his jealous | 
disposition still persisted, Mrs. Mc- | 
Kernan said, was proved by the fact. 
that he charged her with instances | 
of misconduct which he basely al-| 
leged had occurred 19 years before. 
Her health had by then been de- 
stroyed, and she was unable to work.

That All the Objections Have Been Met 
and That Opposition No Longer 
Has Substantial Basis. 


The League to Enforce Peace today gave out the follow- 
ing appeal by George W. Wickersham, who was Attorney- 
General in President Taft's Cabinet, to the Republican party 
'not to let Lodge, Knox, Borah and a few other Senators, | 
“blinded by passion and resentment,” defeat the league of | 


nations: 


NEW YORK, June 21. 


By GEORGE W. WICKERSHAM. 


The last of the resolutions re- 
cently proposed by Senator Knox 
in the Senate reads as follows: 

“That, finally, it shall be the de- 
clared policy of our Government, 
in order to meet fully and fairly 
our obligations to ourselves and to 
the world, that the freedom and 
peace of Europe being again 
threatened by any Power or com- 
bination of Powers, the United 
States will regard such a situation 
with grave concern as a menace to 
its own peace and freedom, will 
consult with other Powers affected, 
with a view to devising means for 
the removal of such menace, and 
will, the necessity arising in the 
future, carry out the same com- 
plete accord and co-operation with 
our chief co-belligerents for the 
defense of civilization.” 

This resolution was a complete 
non sequitur to the preamble and 
the four resolutions which pre- 
ceded it. Those propose to estab- 
lish a peace with Germany without 
providing any means of preserving 
it; to set up a number of new na- 
tions and abandon them to their 
fate. The resolution above quoted 
recognized the grave interest of the 
United States in the preservation 
of the freedom and peace of Eu- 
rope and of complete accord and 
co-operation with our chief co-bel- 
ligerents for the defense of civiliza- 
tion. It differed from the program 
presented by the peace conference 
in Paris by substituting empty 
words and meaningless generali- 
ties for a definite plan to avert an 
admitted evil. Even this glitter- 
ing generality was unpalatable to 
those Senators who are bent on 
destroying the treaty at any cost, 
and by a vote of eight to six it 
struck out that resolution and then 
voted to report favorably to the 
Senate the remaining four. 

Senators Borah, Knox, Lodge, 
Johnson, and those who support 
them are not willing to recognize 
any responsibility in America for 
the future preservation of the 
peace of the world. They have 
adopted the position occupied by 
President Wilson in 1915, when he 
declared that we had no concern 
with the contest in Europe and had 
us remain neutral in thought and 
deed. These gentlemen appar- 
ently have forgotten that we have 
fought a great war because the 
situationin Europe was a menace 
to our own peace and freedom as 
well as to the possible existence of 
justice among nations. They would 
have it that our dead shall have 
died in vain; that we are no longer 
our brother's keeper, and that we 
can without thought of honorable 
obligation abandon the conditions 
of peace for which we are mainly 
responsible, leaving Europe to its 
fate. 

But the resolution nevertheless 
discloses the same illogical nature 
of Senator Knox’s contentions re- 
garding the subject which was 
characteristic of his earlier argu- 
ments against the league of na- 
tions. It will be remembered that 
in his speech in the Senate on 
Merch 1, Senator Lodge first op- 
posed the league upon the ground, 
among others, that under its pro- 
visions war in some circumstances 
would be legal, and yet a few par- 
agraphs later he seriously proposed 
to outlaw all nations which should 
make war, and urged that the 
league of nations should compel 
obedience to its decrees by force, if 
necessary. It will aiso be remem- 
bered, that one of his principal 
objections to the proposed league 
was that it did not include all na- 
tions of the earth, including Ger- 
many.

This counsel seems to have been 
one of the guiding principles in the 
formulation of the covenant of the 
league of nations.

tempt too much; it carefully avoids 


undue encroachments upon the 
sovereignty of the participating na- 
tions, and it constitutes ‘tan honest 
effort to eliminate some of the 
causes that may produce future 


wars and to minimize the area of 


such wars. 
Nor has the conference been in- 
different to the criticism of such 


representative men as Messrs. Taft, 


Lowell; Lodge, Root, Knox and 
Hughes, in amending the original 
covenant. In the first place, 
language of the original covenant, 
to which so much exception was 
taken in the early criticism of the 
document, has been considerably 
improved In the revision. 

A number of amendments or 
changes also have been adopted, 
evidently designed to- meet and re- 
move these objections. Among the 
most important of these changes 
the following may be mentioned: 


Privilege of Withdrawal. 

1. Mr. Taft, Senator Lodge, Sen- 
ator Knox and Judge Hughes ob- 
jected to the original draft on the 
score that it contained no provl- 
sion for the withdrawal of a na- 
tion from the league. This has 
been met by article 1 of the re- 
vised covenant, which provides: 

“Any member of the league may, 
after two years’ notice of its inten- 
tion so to do, withdraw from the 
league, provided that all its inter- 


national obligations and all its obli- 


gations under this covenant shall 
have been fulfilled at the time of 
its withdrawal.”

Root’s Objections Met.

Article XXI of the revised 
Covenant removes this possibility, 
by expressly declaring: 

“Nothing in this Covenant shall

While this amendment 
is not specifically included in the 
revised draft, the provisions au- 
thorizing any member of the 
league to withdraw from it after 
two years’ previous notice, and the 
provision for the adoption of 
amendments to the Covenant, 
when ratified by those members of 
the league whose representatives 
compose the Council and by a ma- 
pority of the members whose rep- 
resentatives compose the Assembly, 
together make it possible, if at any 
time it become to the interest of 
the United States to terminate or 
modify its obligations under Ar- 
ticle X, either to compel the 
amendment of that article, or to 
withdraw from the league on two 
years’ notice. 


International Court. 


6. Senator Root objected that 
the Covenant obtained no agree- 
ment that an international court 
of arbitration, such as was refer- 
red to in Article XVI, shall be es- 
tablished. The phraseology of this 
article has been so reformed as to 
meet this objection, by providing 
that the Council shall “formulate 
and submit to the members of the 
league for adoption, plans for the 
establishment of a permanent 
court of International Justice.” 
(Art. XIV.) 

7. Senator Root, while com- 
mending the provisions relating to 
arbitration or investigation of dis- 
putes between nations which may 
threaten the peace of the world, 
particularly those of Articles XI, 
XII and XVI of the original cove- 
nant, as being ‘well devised,” 
and to ‘‘be regarded as free from 
any just objection so far as they 
relate to the settlement of political 
questions at which they are really 
aimed,” as having been “developed 
naturally from the international 
practice of the past,” and as con- 
stituting a ‘“‘great step forward,” 
because ‘“‘they create an institu- 
tion through which 
opinion of mankind, condemning 
unjust aggression and unnecessary 
war, may receive, effect and ex- 
ert its power for the preservation 
of peace, instead of being dissipat- 
ed in fruitless protest or lamenta- 
tion,” still held that they were 
open to serious objection, in that 
Article XIII was merely an agree- 
ment to arbitrate when the parties 
chose to arbitrate, and that 
neither the Council, nor the body 
of delegates, to whom disputes 
were to be submitted under Ar- 
ticle XV of the covenant, was In 
any sense a judicial body or an 
arbitral body, and was bound to 
recommend what it deemed to be 
expedient for the time. He said 
that that method was admirable 
for dealing with political ques- 
tions, but wholly unsuited for 
dealing with questions of right un- 
der the law of nations; and he, 
therefore, urged that the provi- 
sions be changed to make the ar- 
bitration of justiciable questions 
obligatory under the system es- 
tablished by the Hague Confer- 
ence or before the proposed court 
of arbitral justice, or some other 
especially constituted tribunal. 
He defined justiciable disputes to 
be those concerning “the interpre- 
tation of a treaty, as to any ques- 
tion of international law, as to the 
of any fact which, if 
established, would constitute a 
breach of any international ob- 
ligation, or as to the nature 
extent of the reparation to 
made for any such breach.” The 
amendments embodied in the re- 
vised covenant partly, but not 
wholly, meet this criticism.

By article 12 of the original cov- 
enant, the members of the league 
agree in no case to resort to war 
without previously submitting the

either to arbitration or to inquiry 
by the executive council and until 
three months after the award by 
the arbitrators or the recommen- 
dation by the executive council, 
and that even then they would not 
resort to War as against a mem- 
ber of the league which should 
comply with the award of the arbi- 
trators or the recommendation of 
the council (which, by article 15 
must be unanimous). Article 12, 
as revised, goes further. By it, all 
the members of the league agree 
“that if there should arise between 
them any dispute likely to lead to 
a rupture, they will submit the 
matter either to arbitration or to 
inquiry by the council,” and that 
in no case will they resort to war 
until three months after the award 
by the arbitrators or the report by 
the council. Here, therefore, is a 
definite binding covenant upon the 
part of all nations members of the 
league, to submit to arbitration or 
inquiry and dispute between any of 
them likely to lead to a rupture. 

By the revised article 13, while 
the members of the league do not 
agree absolutely to submit justici- 
able disputes to arbitration, as dis- 
tinguished from inquiry by the 
council, they do agree to submit to 
arbitration any dispute which shall 
arise between them “which they 
recognize to be suitable for submis- 
sion to arbitration, and which can- 
not be satisfactorily settled by dil- 
plomacy.” And they expressly de- 
clare “disputes as to the interpre- 
tation of a treaty, as to any ques- 
tion of international law, as to the 
existence of any fact which if es- 
tablished could constitute a breach 
of any International obligation, or 
as to the extent and nature of the 
reparation to be made for any such 
breach,” to be ‘‘among those which 
are generally suitable for submis- 
sion to arbitration.” The disputes 
embraced in this declaration are 
precisely those which Senator Root 
included in his definition of dis- 
putes of a justiciable cHaracter. 
The revised article further pro- 
vides that “for the consideration of 
any such dispute the court of arbi- 
tration to which the case is re- 
ferred shall be the court agreed on 
by the parties to the dispute or 
stipulated tn any convention exist- 
ing between them.” 


Consider European View. 


It may be freely admitted that It 
would have been better if the cov- 
enant had adopted Senator Root’s 
amendments as proposed; but it 
is well known that much opposl- 
tion exists among European coun- 
tries to the adoption of the prin- 
ciple of compulsory arbitration, 
and that the distinction between 
justiciable and nonfjusticiable dis- 
putes is oné much more fully 
recognized and accepted by the 
United States and Great Britain 
than by any other of the Powers. 

In the practical workings of 
fhese provisions, if any Power 
should refuse to submit to arbitra- 
tion a dispute of the character 
which it has here agreed is one 
suitable for arbitration, it must 
clearly show exceptional circum- 
stances justifying its unwlllingmess 
to arbitrate. Otherwise it would 
come before the council prefudiced 
at the outset by appearing to seek 
a decision based rather upon po- 
litical expediency than upon the 
principles of international law. It 
is not assuming over much to gay 
that such an instance would be of 
very rare occurrence. 

§. Senator Root objected that 
the original covenant by covering 
the ground of arbitration and pre- 
ecribing a new test of obligation 
apparently abrogated all the 200 
treaties of arbitration by which 
the nations of the world have 
bound themselves with each other 
to submit to arbitration all ques- 
tions arising under international 
law or the Interpretation of treat- 
ies. This objection is removed by 
the provisions of Article XXI of 
the revised covenant which ex- 
pressiy declare: 

“Nothing in this covenant shall 
be deemed to affect the validity of 
international engagements such as 
treaties or arbitration.” 

The amended covenant, there- 
fore, preserves infull force the 
treaties which Secretary Root ne- 
gotiated on behalf of this country 
with Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, Spain, Sweden, Switzer- 
land and Norway, Brazil and Ecua- 
dor, all of which bind the United 
States and those countries, respec- 
tively, to refer to.the Permanent 
Court of Arbitration established 
by The Hague convention all justi- 
clable disputes which may arise 
between them, and which do not 
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affect the vital interests, the In- 
dependence, or the honor of the 
contracting states, and which do 
not concern the interests of third 
parties. It is true that these trea- 
ties all requrre a special agreement 
defining the matter In dispute pro- 
posed to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion in :each instance, to be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the 
United States Senate, before ac- 
tual proceedings are had, but they 
commit the United States and the 
countries named to submit all jus- 
ticlable disputes which may arise 
between them to arbitration. 


Existing Treaties Preserved. 


The same provision of the re 
vised covenant also will operate to 
preserve intact the series of trea- 
ties negotiated by Secretary Bryan, 
in 1913-1914, with 21 different 
countries, which were ratified by 
the Senate without any reservation 
whatever, whereby the high con- 
tracting parties agreed “that all 
disputes between them of every 
nature whatsoever, which diplo- 
macy shall fail to adjust, shall be 
submitted for investigation and re- 
port to an international commis- 
sion to be constituted in the man- 
ner prescribed” in a designated 
article of the treaty, and whereby 
they further agreed not to declare 
war or begin hostilities over any 
such question during such investi- 
gation and report. 

9. Senator Knox objected to the 
original covenant, that it laid down 
no principles, rules or regulations 
by which the governing body.was 
to be guided. The declaration in 
Article XIII of the character of 
disputes which are generally suit- 
able for submission to arbitration: 
the statements that such disputes 
should be considered by the court 
of arbitration; the declaration of 
the purpose of the covenant as 
set forth in the preamble, name- 
ly: the promotion of international 
co-operation and the achievement 
of international peace and security, 
among other things, “by the firm 
establishment of the understand- 
ings of international law as the 
actual rule of conduct among Gov- 
ernments,” and the express recog- 
nition in Article XV of interna- 
tional law as the basis of decision 
as to whether or not a dispute is 
solely within the domestic juris- 
diction of one of the parties—all 
furnish a very strong, if not a con- 
clusive recognition of the princi- 
ples of tnternational law as con- 
atituting rules for the guidance of 
both the council and assembly tn 
the settlement of international 4if- 
ference. 


International Law Code. 


10. Senator Root recommended 
incorporating as an amendment to 
the covenant, a provision requiring 
the Executive Council to call a 
general conference of the Powers 
for the purpose of reviewing the 
condition of international law, 
and of agreeing upon and stating 
in authoritative form the prinel- 
ples and rules thereof. While this 
amendment ‘is not included tn the 
covenant, it is within the general 
province of either the council or 
the assembly at any time to ap- 
point a commission for this pur- 
pose, or itself to consider and re- 
port upon the condition of the law 
of nations. It may be questioned 
how desirable it is to attempt the 
statement in the form of a code or 
written formulation of the prinel- 
ples and rules of international law. 
That law is a growth. It is ascer- 
tained from the history of the tn- 
tercourse between nations extend- 
ing over a period of 300 years of 
more,evidenced by treaties, conven- 
tions, decisions of courts and other 
tribunals. It has grown as the 
common or customary law of En- 
giand has grown in the mother- 
land and in this country. It is per- 
haps better that it should be ascer- 
tained and formulated from time 
to time in the decisions of tnterra- 
tional courts and tribunals, rather 
than through the efforts of a body 
of jurists, however learned, to for- 
mulate for adoption in dogmatic 
form Our .own Supreme Court 
has declared that the law of na- 
tions is of universal obligation, 
“and no statute of one or two na- 
tions can create obligations for the 
world.” The obligation of that 
law “rests upon the commen con- 
sent of civillzed communities. It ts 
of force, not because it was pre- 
acribed by any superior power, but 
because it has been generally ac- 
cepted as a rule of conduct” 
(Strong, in The Scotia 14 Wall 1796, 
187). The point of the matter f« 
that it is debatable how far it 
would be wise to adopt Senater 
Root'’s suggestion tn this particu- 
lar, and the difference of opinicn 
on that subject ts reflected tn the 
failure of the conference to em- 
body It in the amendments to the 
covenant. 


Monroe Doctrine Safe. 


ll. The objections made by Mr 
Taft, Senator Lodge, Juat 
Hughes, and others, that the pro- 
posed covenant would destroy 
impair the Monroe Doctrine, ha 
been met by the provision In Ar- 
ticle XXI, which expressly excludes 
the Monroe Doctrine from affect 
by the revised covenant. It is true 
that the characterization of the 
Monroe Doctrine has met with not 
unjustifiable criticiem. “Regtonal

and maintenance of peace,” 
hardly an apt description of the 
Monroe policy, adopted by the 
United States as a national policy 
for its own protection; and yet, in 
a certain sense, 
policy adopted to secure the main- 
tenance of peace, and it is a “‘re- 


gional understanding” in the sense — 
that | 


that it is an understanding 
the United States has declared that 
the entire region of the American 
hemisphere is not to be the plant- 
ing ground for monarchical insti- 
tutions. 

12. The objection that the 
league should have no concern 
with the internal affairs of a na- 
tion, such as questions of tariff, 
immigration, coastwise traffic, and 
the like, is met by the insertion of 
a new clause in Article XV: 

“If the dispute between the par- 
ties is claimed by one of them, and 
is found by the council to arise out 
of a matter which by international 
law is solely within the domestic 
jurisdiction of that party, the 
council shall so report, and shall 
make no recommendation ag to its 
settlement.”’ 


| 
‘Revised Covenant Improved. 


A consideration of these amend- 
ments clearly demonstrates that 
the revised covenant is greatly im- 
proved over the original. That it 
is not perfect may well be con- 
ceded; that it might be more clear- 
ly expressed in more apt and co- 
gent terms need not be debated. 
Nevertheless, it constitutes a great 
step forward. 

The Republican State convention 
held at Saratoga on July 19, 1918, 
adopted a platform which de- 
clared: 


“We favor the immediate cre- 
ation by the United States and its 
allies of a league of nations to 
establish, from time to time to 
modify, and to enforce the rules 
of international law and conduct. 
The purpose of this league should 
be, not to displace patriotism or 
devotion and loyalty to 2ational 
ideals and traditions, but rather to 
give to these new opportunities of 
expression in co-operation with ths 
other liberty-loving nations of the 
world. To membership in the 
league any nation might be admit- 
ted, that possesses a responsible 
government which will abide by 
the rules of law and equity, and by 
those principles of international 
justice and morality which are ac- 
cepted by civilized people.” 


The question before the Repub- 
lican party today is whether it 
shall allow a few Senators, blind- 
ed by passion and resentment at 
the President and his administra- 
tion to commit the party of great 
national and international ideals

The Leviathan was floated in and 
the gate to the dry dock closed. The 
ship was accurately centered and rig- 
idly held there. Divers went down 
and under their direction the water 
level was lowered until the keel was 
just about to take on the kee! blocks, 
at which point the water level was 
maintained. Then laboriously, all 
under the divers’ directions, the bilge 
blocks were mover in in pairs and 
the water level lowered little by lit- 
tle as she ship successively took the 
blocks along the whole length of her 
keel.

~ Free, Says Woman on U.S. Peace Mission 


Miss Rose Schneiderman Tells of 
Revolution Wrought in Industrial 
Condition of Her Sex Who For- 
merly Could Not Achieve Success- 
ful Organization Because They 
Did Their Factory Work in Their 
Homes.

NEW YORK, June 21. 
HAT French women as a class should act for 
"T  toemseives is not in the tradition. Admit- 
tedly, a few have broken through, historic 
exceptions. Under the old Salic law, the Queen 
existed in the being of the King, and under the 
present laws in France the wife exists politically 
in the being of her husband. To socially mind- 
ed people, feminists and suffragists, the French 
woman of the working and middle classes ap- 
pears incurably individualistic. Whatexser power 
she exercises in social legislation she is content 
to exercise through her husband. In these mat- 
ters she is an indirect actionist. The only pub- 
lic political advantages that French women have 
ever held have been on the barricades. 

These characteristics being hers by tradition 
and practice, she seemed a stumbling block to < 
organizers of labor. , 

It was hard to get her into the factory and even 
when she does factory work, as a great proportion 
of her has to, she prefers to do it at home. Before 
the war came 1,200,000 French women were doing 
factory work in their homes; that’ number out of 
about 2,000,000 women altogether who did indus- 
trial work of any kind. 


| Sixteen Hours a Day Not Unusual 


While the French woman worked at home the | 
labor organizers had no chance at her. He knew ° 
that she was hanging on the wheels of his car of | 
progress, but he gould not help himself. She 
could easily evade hour laws and inspection laws. 
Sixteen hours a day was not unusual with her, 
and she didn’t earn much—about half what her 
sister doing similar work in the shop earned. 
Unemployment hit her harder than it did the 
factory worker, for it was not to the employer’s 
interest to let his machines rust in the shop. 
The mortality rate was higher, very much higher 
in her case; for instance, the rate in the Champs 
Elysees quarter is recorded as 9 per cent for each 
10,000, as against 89 per cent for each 10,000 in 
the Plaisance quarter, where a great deal of home 
work is done. 

The war put an end to much of that sort of 
thing. When Jean marched off to the front, 
Joan perforce marched into the factories, into 
the munition shops and railway depots and even 
into the mines. 

The making of cannon is not a kitchen indus- 
try and the filling of hand grenades is not done 
in the boudoir; in the metallurgic industry there

In the vast shops 
and depots the trade union organizer got a proper 
chance to organize the French woman for the 
first time and he seems to have made the best 
use of it. Trade unionism for the woman in 
France began with the war. It has grown tre- 
mendously in the last three years, nurtured by 
the red necessity that hid so many under | 
earth in Flanders. 
These facts of the newer France and the French | 
women in industry were told me in the course 
of an interview by Miss Rosa Schneiderman, 
president of the Women's Trade Union League of 
America. Miss Schneiderman was a delegate 
to the international labor conference that made 
the recommendation for labor for incorporation 
in labor’s bill of rights, which was adopted at 
the peace conference @ a part of the constitution 
of the league of nations. Miss Schneiderman w4s 
appointed by President Wilson. While in France 
Miss Schneiderman was able to make contact with 
nearly all of the representatives of French wom- 
en in the labor movement. As they were all vir- 
tually beginners in the work they had a peculiar 
interest for her; she could study their movement, 
&s a whole it was all so new and recent; a wel- 
come contrast, Miss Schneiderman said, to the 
difficulty -of trying to understand the channels 
and cross currents in a movement whosc roots 
Stretch under years and years of misunderstand- 
ing and strife. \ 
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| Quickly Become Internationalists | 
) 
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“Trade unionism among women in France,” 
Said Miss Schneiderman, “is distinctly a vo" | 


growth. There are many thousands of them to- 
day in the republic, and they are a live lot. Per- 
haps the thing most surprising about them is that 
almost as soon as they became unionists they be- 
came internationalists. Let me put the cart be- 
fore the horse and explain, first, their very latest 
project. You know the international labor con- 
ference ig to be held this year in Washington. 
The international women’s congress will meet in 
conjunction with it. For this congress the French 
women trade unionists have prepared a chart of 
rights which they will offer for incorporation in 
the chart of labor as a part of the constitution 


“This document, which reads like one that had 
been gotten up by women who had spent a gen- 
eration in international labor discussion, is the 
product of these beginners in the trade union 
movement. It is, of course, indorsed by other 
groups of women, professional women and edu- 
cators.”’ 

Miss Schneiderman says the movement toward 
unionism began first in the garment 
in Paris. The workers went out on strike for the 
eight-hour day and wage increases. They won 
both and established a minimum wage for women 
who work at home in the garment industry. 


“The garment industry was and still is the great 
tenement industry in Paris,” said Miss Schneider- 
man. “It was disclosed during the strike that 
women worked for some of the most fashionable 
shops as low as 10 cents a day. They all get a 
minimum wage of 3 francs a day now, plus a war 
bonus of 3 francs a day. This latter is paid by 
the Government to all workers in France, men and 
women. The present demand among trade union- 
ists in the garment industry is that this bonus be 
paid by the employer—they foresee a time, proba- 
bly quite near, when the State will withdraw the 
bonus—thereby raising the minfnum wage to 11 
francs a day. The payment of the State bonus is 
the way in which the Government recognized the 
high cost of living—it is paid to all persons who 
earn their living by working for wages, teach- 
ers as well as factory. and home workers. 

“There are 140,000 teachers in the commune 
schools in France, and out of that number 120,000 
belong to trade unions and are affiliated with 
the Council of Syndicals. 
teachers, who are, of course, paid by the Gov- 
ernment, were not permitted to belong to a union.

HE world is stirred up about the aspira- 
T tom of the workers, the rule of the prole- 
tariat, the social revolution. The red flag 
of revolt waves over hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple in Russia, Hungary and Bavaria. 


Marx. France, the home of revolutions, is restive. 
England is troubled by strike upon strike over the 
most trivial of questions. Western Canada is 
aflame. The battle cry of the international is 
engraved on the red coat of arms of the largest 
of the new republic: ‘‘Workers of the World, 
Unite.” 

What is the connection between these happen- 
ings? Perhaps a short face to face acquaintance 
with radicalism, of which these are the various 
offshoots and results, will answer these inquiries 
and prove interesting to boot. It is surprising 
how little is known generally of the different 
parties of radicals and of the conflicting the- 
ories and ideas of action which they represent. 
Socialists, syndicalists, I. W. W.s, anarchists, 
have all been lumped together and set down as 
about the same thing. And yet, at the present 
time, when their principles apparently are tak- 
ing widespread hold, it is particularly worth while 
to learn the distinction between these differing 
cr®eds, that antagonize each other as fiercely and 
unbendingly as do many of the denominations of 
the Christian religion, agreed only on the desira- 
bility of the destruction of private ownership in 
productive property (and with it, the wage sys- 
tem).

Although the early Christians, 
the Anabaptists of the Reformation period, and 
other groups of ancient and medieval history prac- 
ticed communal ownerships, it is only within the 
last century and a half that the crusade against 
private ownership of productive property has 


made a deep and practical impression and has 


established its widespread and growing organi- 
zation. 

In the great French Revolution modern radical- 
ism was born. This was one of those explosions 
which always occur when history's growth is arti- 
ficially checked. Changes were made by leaps and 
bounds. One of these was the rapid breaking 
down of the old feudal ownership in land, under 
which the lords had reaped what the peasant had 


| sowed. Great numbers of the peasants, and many 


of the workers in the towns, desired to have 
these lands held in common. But the merchants 
of the cities and the most successful peasants 
stood for partition by individual allotment. 
Around this struggle centered much of the storm 
of that troubled period. For a time it looked as 
though the champions of communal ownership 
would be triumphant. The revolutionary masses 


‘of Paris, establishing their own government and 


favoring these ideas, practically set aside the 
elected National Assembly and conducted the 
business of France, raised armies to meet in- 
vasion and kept up correspondence with com- 
munes (city governments) in other places 
throughout the country. This was the famous 
Paris Commune, which existed for several years, 
and which revolutionists sought to re-establish 
on a number of later occasions. Finally, after 
a reign of blood, the advocates of private parti- 
tion were successful, but the controversy concern- 
ing Socialism, anarchism and their offshoots 
waxed strong from that time on. 

Many men were attracted to the possibility of 
creating ideal, voluntary colonies in which prop- 
erty would be held fn common. In the early 
years of the last century numbers of these com- 
munities sprang up in America, founded in the 
main by colonists from Europe. The most famous 
of these, perhaps, was that founded by Robert 
Owen, the English mill owner, at New Har-

Bakounin’s anarchism grew 
Marx's Socialism. The old controversy between 
Plato and Zeno was renewed practically. Karl 
Marx, the German professor put forth his ideas 
in the now famous, ponderous “Capital.” On the 
evolutionary theory he based his claim that the 
socialized state would supplant capitalism, as 
capitalism had supplanted feudalism and feudal- 
ism the ancient slave state. The co-operative 
ownership of the means of production and dis- 
tribution by the state, democratically managed, 
was thus the workers’ goal. This was quite dif- 
ferent from the conception of Bakounin, and fm- 
plied political action through parliaments and 
ballot boxes. Not altogether, it is true, for the 
syndicalists also claim Marx as their prophet,

Carburetor Air Vent. | 

An air vent is put in the bow] of a 
carburetor to equalize the pressure 
between the gasoline in the bowl an@ 
the atmosphere, to obviate the for- | 
mation of a vacuum in the bowl. It 


is vitally important to keep this hole 


open and not to allow it to become 
clogged with foreign matter of any 
sort. 


Irregular Missing. 

Irregular missing is caused by a 
dirty spark plug, improperPy adjust- 
ed or sticking coil trembler, plati- 
num points on the trembler burned 
off or pitted or dirty or loose in the 
spring, poor commutator contact or 
ground, broken wires or loose con- 
nection. If irregular missing is ac- 
companied by occasional knocking a 
loose primary wire will usually be 
found the basic cause 

Muffler Explosions. 

Explosions in the muffler are 
caused by the presence of a fuel 
charge not ignited during the pre- 
vious stroke of the engine. If these 
explosions are frequent there is a 
basic cause, which will be either too 
rich a mixture or some trouble in the 
electrical system. Muffler explosions. 
therefore must be taken as a symp 
tom of some deeper trouble which 
should be immediately eliminated, 


Battery Hox. 

Car owners who use drv batteries 
often have occasion to lament the 
brief existence of these devices, In 
many cases the real reason why the 
dry batteries fail so rapidly is sim- 
piv because they are not protected 
from moisture, dirt and excessive yi 
bration. It is easy to make a stout 
wooden box fitted with @ cover and 
permanent terminal connections. The 
bottoms, ends and cover are 
made of hardwood three‘eighths of 
an inch thick. The box may be made 
to accommodate as many cells as de- 
sired. either in single or double rows. 
The various parts of the box are 
screwed together and the inside is 
gyiven an even coat of melted paraf- 
fin wax to render it moisture proof. 
The cover should be made to fit flush 
with the box sides.

Remarkable number of 
flaws which might be 
foand in simple child’s 
prayer by the ponder- 
ous intellects in ap- 
per house of Congress 


‘By CLARK McADAMS. 


IRST SENATOR: I pro- 
pose that we adopt for the 
youth of our republic the 
following prayer, to be 
said before going to bed: 
Now I lay me down to 
sleep. 

] pray the Lord my soul to keep. 

If I should die before | wake, 

I pray the Lord my soul to take. 


Second Senator: Mr. President, | 
protest against obligating the chil- 
dren of this country to any set prayer 
before they go to bed; but this is a 
Christian country, something of this 
sort is understood to be our duty to 


” ally to analyze it reflect our own 
faultiness as a Senate rather than 
its faultiness as a prayer. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Pifth Semator: Mr. President, I 
yield to no man in acceptance of 
what is good, but our responsibility 
here is too great to accept anything 
blindly. The last lin@ of this prayer 
says: 

I pray the Lord my soul to take. 

What do we know in this chamber 
of the soul? Is the soul proven? Is 
it an accepted thing? Did this bedy 
ever say 80? Did George Washington 
ever say so? Is it something estab- 
lished to everybody's satisfaction— 
a thing past debate in the Senate, and 
now to be recognized in law? Are 
we going on from this point to estab- 
lish the status of soul mates (laugh- 
ter), and to say finally whether or 
not corporations have souls? (Laugh- 
ter.) Mr. President, we tread here 
upon ground so dangerous that we 
are likely to be blown up any minute. 
After centuries of debates among the 
most learned men the world has 
known—from Socrates, whe died in 


posterity, and I suppose we therefore 
must have it. If so, I want to see it given more elas- 
ticitity. The first line says: 


Now I lay me down to sleep. 


That is unworthy of a free people. It is un-American. 
Must we lay down to sleep because the law says ao, 
when it may suit the purposes of slumber better to 
sleep standing up? (Applause.) It is not established 
that we must lay down to sleep. Asa matter of fact, it 
may be discovered at any moment that a recumbent 
or prostrate position is exactly that in which we get 
the least rest. Thousands of soldiers slept standing up 
in the trenches of France. I am told that most of those 
men continue to sleep standing up. They find they 
rest better. Moreover, they do not so completely sur- 
render consciousness sleeping in that way as one does 
lying down. They wake easier, and their wits are not 
so sluggish. It is not certain that we should wholly 
surrender consciousness when we sleep. A good many 
eminent authorities think not. Certainly the soldier 
who slept with one eye open, so to speak, did not 
suffer by that experience. He is the best man among 
us today. Do you know anything about physiology, 
Mr. President? I am told that physiologic ally we ought 
never to sleep as this prayer says we must sleep. It 
is im an upright position that we are physiologically 
normal. You know how much trouble we have had 
with gasoline engines in airplanes because they were 
not originally suited to running in any save an upright 
position. They were not properly oiled when they 
ran on end: They were not properly cooled when they 
ran upside down. It is the same with us. We are 
physiologically exactly what we were when we first 
slept upright in trees and then leaned against the walls 
of a cave. Did you ever see a horse sleep, Mr. Presi- 
dent? A horse almost always sleeps upright. Shall 
we say, then, that our children must all sleep, as this 
prayer says they must sleep, or shall we leave them free 
to sleep as they wish or as science shall discover how 
they should sleep? (Applause.) I am for the spirit of 
the prayer, but against the form. Let us stick to our 
traditions. Give us liberty or death. 


Breathes there a man with soul so dead 
Who never to himself has said: 

“This is my own, my native land, 

To rest in sleeping or to stand— 

As Matthew, Mark, Luke and John, 

Who went to bed with their trousers on, 
All exercised a freeman's voice

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In making that historic choice?”’ 
Breathes there a man with soul so dead 
The law can stuff him into bed, 

And through the long night watches keep 
Its cruel vigil o’er his sleep? 


(Langhter and applause.) 


Third Senator: Mr. President, the third line of this 
proposed prayer says: 


If I should die before I wake. 


That is absurd. How could one die before one wakes? 
As well say one died before one lived. It is the duty 
of the Senate to weigh words and to determine what 
they mean. We are here positing the impossible, a 
thing as unworthy of us as a deliberative body as it 
would be futile of as givers of law. Are we, in agree- 
ing upon a little prayer which our children may say 
before they go to bed, to plumb the depths of meta- 
physics and try arbitrarily to establish a fact of life 
which has resisted every research of science? Ap- 
plause.) I cannot believe it. Why can’t we make this 
read simply, 


If I should die—— 


Which is probably all that would happen, without 
attempting to say that one dies before waking or in- 
volving ourselves in an interminable dispute over 
a point which has nothing whatever to do with getting 
our children reverently and sweetly to bed? (Laughter 
and applause.) Let us not, in freedom's name, under- 
take to establish in this body, without benefit of any- 
thing better than mere political science, that one dies 
before one wakes, or wakes before one dies, or attempt 
to say what happens in that hidden moment when the 
soul sets forth upon the great adventure of death! 
(Applause.) Let us concern ourselves with things of 
the state, which is our business, leaving things of the 
spirit to those trained in things of the spirit and 
things of the soul to those trained in things of the soul. 
Let us continue to be merely Republicans and Demo- 
crats (laughter), claiming to know only the things 
known by Republicans and Democrats (laughter), and 
not attempt to be metaphysicians or anything which 
everybody outside this chamber, whether we know it or 
not, knows very well we are not. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

Fourth Senator: Mr. President, I see nothing in the 
captiousness of these my opponents save their captious- 
ness itself. (Laughter.) The expressions employed in 
this beautiful little prayer are merely forms of speech. 
They are not theological dogma, nor do they attempt to 
establish a point in dispute anywhere except perhaps 
between ourselves and the Mohammedans. (Laughter.) 
This prayer expresses a pretty sentiment. It is un- 
fortunate that it does so in words. Words imply as 
many meanings as there are minds, and we construe 
them not by any common rule but according to what- 
ever happens to be our belief. If this were not the 
most disputatious body on earth (laughter), if it did 


not put such a premium on rantankerousness as history . 


has never seen equaled (laughter), and if it did not 
hold the motives of all men to be evil until they are 
by some miracle proven pure (laughter)—if this de- 
plorable condition did not exist here, Mr. President, 
we would accept and ratify this prayer, happy in the 
confidence that our children, whose faith, thank God, 
is greater than our own, would be glad to say it with 
ro thought that it might mean anything more than 
that through the night they are to be in the Lord’s 
care. (Applause.) It is beneath our dignity as the 
most august deliberative body in a great Christian na- 
tion to affect to see in it things no one ever dreamed 
of putting into it, and our grotesque attempts scientific- 
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the happiness of feeling that he would 
see and talk to Homer, down to the late Prof. Muenster- 
burg, who went off wondering and promised to signal us 
if there proved to be anything to it—after all this, Mr. 
President, the United States Senate is to affirm in the 
ratification of this prayer the stupendous postulate 
of immortality! (Laughter and applause.) Mr. Presi- 
dent, I don’t feel equal to it. (Laughter.) Can you 
imagine the, amaze of a world totally unprepared for 
any such affirmation from this quarter? (Laughter.) 
Let us not do that. Let us Feave that great matter to 
those intellectual giants whose minds have never been 
geared down to the infinite detail of the senatorial func- 
tion.

The Con- 
stitution guarantees religious freedom. This prayer 
implies a religious autocracy. Shall we treat our chil- 
dren any less fairly than we treat ourselves? Would 
we first ratify here a prayer and then require the 
chaplain of the Senate to utter it whenever we con- 
vene? (Laughter and applause.) Anyway, who Cares | 
what the prayers of a nation are so long as we can 
make its laws?

Writer of plots for big film company bewails what happens to stories in the

N THE bright lexicon of the motion 
picture art, industry or game, there 
is no quotation that bears any simi- 
larity to “‘The scenario’s the thing.” 
Every motion picture company, with 
the exception of Charlie Chaplin’s 
has a scenario “department.” This 
department is regarded more or less as a 
necessary evil. A studio must have one, 
just as it must have a lunchroom for its 
employes or a directors’ room for its high 
Officials. But it is rarely taken seriously. 
While it is a fact that Charles Chaplin 
is able to make the most successful pictures 
without the aid of a scenario department, 
the writer is not -going to dismiss the 
subject of its functions without a few re- 
marks. For he has tracked the wild scenarios to their 
lair on more than one occasion and consequently he is 
able to relate his personal experiences—if nothing else. 
One of the largest, if not the most important scena- 
rio department which the writer visited is part and 
parcel of the William Fox studio in Hollywood: Some- 
- thing like 82 pictures are made in this Pacific coast 
studio of the Fox company every 12 months, which 
means that at least 82 scenarios have to be prepared. 
accepted and filmed. From which it will be seen that 
it is ‘‘some” department. 


The head of this department is Marc Robbins, who 
has been both actor and director in his time. He is 
the man who selects the vehicles for the stars of the 
Fox firmament and fashions them to the peculiarities 
and—shall we say—idiosyncrasies of their individual 
talents—or lack of them. Naturally, he has several 
assistants, one of them being no less a personage than 
Charles Kenyon, the, author of “Kindling” and other 
successful dramas. But Mr. Robbins rules supreme 
except when, Jove-like, Mr. William Fox interferes. 


“Briefly, the problem is to make the scenario fit 
the star,’ said Mr. Robbins, coming to the point im- 
mediately by paraphrasing W. S. Gilbert. “And that’s 
why there are so many poor moving pictures. No, don’t 
blame the scenarios. We can’t help it because the 
public often prefers a pretty boy or a chicken to a 
competent actor or actress. What we have to do is to 
give the pretty boy or the chicken some sort of a ve- 
hicle in which to display their little bag of tricks. 


“If it were only a question of turning out first-class 
scenarios it would be no trouble at all,’”’ he went on. 
There are many authors who can write good scena- 
rios. But when those good scenarios have to be fitted 
to—well, players of very limited histrionic ability— 
it takes positive genius to turn out a masterpiece. 

“This is what often happens in the scenario depart- 
ment—not mine, particularly, for I have worked in 
many others. A workmanlike scenario is prepared for 
the newest star, who has been discovered by the presi- 
dent of the film company in a manicure parlor in Bos- 
ton or Philadelphia—for stars are made by film presi- 
dents, even as they are made by theatrical managers. 
The scenario is sent to the star for her approval, for 
when a film president is paying anyone a large salary 
he naturally wants his or her opinion whether it is 
worth anything or not. 


‘Miss Maybelle Merangue, or whatever her name is 
reads the scenario and suggests several changes in or- 
der to make herself more important or to enable her to 
wear a new sable coat or bathing suit that has been 
given to her for advertising purposes. Then the sce- 
nario is passed along to her personal manager—for 
every star has a personal manager or husband who in- 
terests himself in her affairs. This individual, who al- 
ways has the star’s interests at heart—since he is sup- 
ported by her—suggests further changes. He thinks 
the story would be improved if the leading man did 
not appear so often and also if Miss Merangue was per- 
mitted to make her entrance on horseback, having just 
learned to ride in Central Park. 

“All these suggestions are incorporated in the re- 
vised version, .for the film president is anxious to 
please the lady and unless the scenario department 


ture the only thing that is left is the title and the 
names of the characters. 

“Now I don’t say that this is the usual thing,’’ cau- 
tioned Mr. Robbins. “I merely say that it often hap- 
pens, and it explains why it is unfair to blame the 
scenario department of any company for its poor pic- 
tures. More good films have been spoiled by pampered 
stars and ambitious directors than by scenario writers. 

“You see, the only staple article in this funny busi-

ness is the star,’ he went on, after he had wiped his 
perspiring brow. “If the scenario writers would de- 
cide who should appear in their plays there would be 
nothing to it.”’ 

“But why can't you give the public something worth 
while?” I asked. ‘Instead of making scenarios from 
the trash in cheap fiction magazines, why don’t you 
scenarioize real stories? For instance, why don’t you 
prepare a film version of Joseph Conrad's ‘Victory’? 
It is a great novel, it is filled with action, fights, vil- 
lains, everything, including a tropica) island, that the 
movies seem to want.” 

“Tl am glad you asked me this,’ replied Robbins, “for 
I read ‘Victory,’ with a view to making a film version 
for William Farnum, and I can explain why we couldn't 
use it. 
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The star who learned to ride last week in Central Park must display her equestrienne accomplishment in 
the first reel. 


“The Fox company is paying William Farnum a very 
large salary—probably the largest salary that any male 
star is being paid at the present time. He has a great 
following and his admirers insist that he always appear 
as the hero. You will recall that the so-called hero of 
‘Victory’ is killed before the end of the book. It would 
ruin Farnum’s chances of success if he were killed In a 
picture. His admirers insist upon a happy ending. He 
can have a lot of hard luck in the first reels, but at 
the finish he must be triumphant.” ' 

“Why didn’t you change the Conrad ending?” [ 
asked, for a catch. 

“I thought of that,” confessed the unhappy scenario 
writer, “but we had to find a story in a hurry, and we 
used something else that was more of a fit. 

“It’s no easy matter to fit Bill Farnum,’’ Robbins 
went on. “He has to have a scenario with a lot of 
rough and tumble fights, for that is one of the principal 
things the public goes to see. And he doesn't wear 
evening clothes well. In fact, we don’t dare show him 
in a dress suit except for a flash. 

“So you see it is no use for you to suggest that the 
company hire an actor who can wear a dress suit. Mr. 
Farnum has demonstrated that he has enormous box 
office drawing power and we are hired to fit him with 
the best film possible. It’s a compromise, of course, 
but, then, isn’t life a compromise?” 

I sympathized with his sad predicament to the ex- 
tent of subscribing to his philosophic observation. - 

“Then there is no hope, no ray of sunshine in your 
life?’ I queried. 

“Yes. Film presidents are getting better educated. 
Stars are getting better educated, even directors are 
learning something, and the result is better pictures. 
If film presidents only knew how many of their stars 
were unable to act, if the public appreciated talent in- 
stead of pretty boys and chickens—untalented young 
women with pretty faces, 1 mean—-there would be much 
better pictures. But it will come in time—-not in my 
time or your time—but in the sweet bye and bye.” 

As Tom Mix was working in the studio, my guide 
was anxious to present me and I left Robbins and his 
scenarios to watch the acrobatic star shoot up a make- 
believe saloon. Next to Douglas Fairbanks, Mix is the 
greatest stuntser in movies. There is nothing in the 
way of risking his neck that he won't attempt once. 
Before he became a star it is said that he used to 
“double” for Fairbanks. Whether this is true or false 
I do not know, but years ago ‘‘doubling’’ was a rec- 
ognized profession. If a scenario called for the star to 
jump into a lake to rescue a beauty in distress a dare- 
devil actor who resembled the high-salaried performer 
would make the jump for a few paltry dollars. But to- 
day there is very little faking of this kind. Douglas 
Fairbanks does all his own stunts, and, of course, Mr. 
Mix, having been a professional doubler, has no occa- 
sion for hiring anyone to take his place when nerve or 
recklessness is required. 

Mix is interesting, not only because he is an amazing 
athlete, but because he has worked his way up to star- 
dom from obscurity in a very. short time. 

Miss Theda Bara was not in evidence the day I vis- 
ited the Fox studio. In fact, the studio manager in- 
formed me that she was making another vampire pic- 
ture in Florida.

A man that arms himself to 
attack you on the street or in your home should have 
no place in any scheme for the reclamation of man 
through the agency of the parole. It is all right for 
other kinds of people who transgress the laws, where 
there are mitigating circumstances, but a gunman 
should be entitled to none of its protection. 

“A glance at the records of men wanted in other cities 
will show that there are some very bad actors getting 
out of prison through the working of the parole laws, 
&ind this is to be regretted. While it is true that a great 
many people who are paroled adhere to the conditions 
and do strive to reconstruct their lives, there are too 
many who are not inclined to walk in the path of cor- 
rect living. While I am not condemning the movies, 
1 often think there ought to be more judgment exer- 
cised in the selection of film subjects. There is no 
doubt in my mind that many of the young men and 
even boys who start out as highwaymen get their in- 
spiration directly from the moving picture show. These 
gun plays in which such favor.tes as Douglas Fair- 
banks and Hart are regularly featured have their effect 
on many immature minds, and it is not good. And 
there are the scenarios showing how neatly the gang 
robs the bank, even to the last detail. These are popu- 
lar pictures, and while most people forget all about 
them when they leave the picture theater, there are 
others who are very strongly impressed, and these only 
too often start out to do business on the same _—

that the eye could see unhampered without apparéntly 
superposed lines, and a print identical in every par- 
ticular but with overlaid lines that would be thin and 
clear cut. The way in which he now secures such a 
print is as follows: 

First, a negative is made of the person being studied 
without any object intervening between him and the 
lens. Since this negative is made with the greatest 
care it gives a maximum of definition and minimum 
of distortion. His method of making prints from this 
negative is really the key to his scheme of mensurgra- 
phy. Before the sensitized sheet of paper is printed it 
is marked at the bottom with a figure T, which will 
wash off during the process of development. In the 
meantime, however, it serves to guide him in placing 
the paper over the face of the negative so that a simi- 
lar T-like design painted,on the front of the stool on 
which the subject has stood will exactly fit over it. 

The paper thus put into place over the face of the 
negative is exposed to the light for a certain length of 
time and then withdrawn. The exposed sheet of paper 
is then taken from the first negative and placed over a 
second one containing vertical and horizontal lines, 
marked to scale. This negative is so made that it will 
print thin dark lines on the paper, and it, also, has 
the registering T mark to insure its precise adjustment 
in relation to the image not yet visible on the paper. 
A second exposure is given the paper and it is then 
ready for development. 

The result of this doubly exposed paper, after devel- 
opment, is a sharply defined subject standing behind 
a network of lines equally clear, and it is then possible 
to locate and to measure to a nicety every outward 
phase of the physique. It is a simple matter to take 
succeeding pictures of this character so that the meas- 
uring lines will invariably fall in the same places on 
the body. If they do not, then they show very plainly 
the direction and the degree of the change which has 
occurred in the subject under study since the preceding 
photograph was taken. The photographs furnish posi- 
tive means by which conditions at different intervals 
can be correctly recorded for comparison; and with 
these guides it is possible to direct and control appro- 
priately the application of corrective exercises, medical 
or any other treatments. 

While the United States — authorities have not 
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yet announced the way in which they have been using 
this method of mensurgraphy, it is possible that it was 
employed in building up a comprehensive file of iden- 
tification records of our fighting men. Certainly the 
physiological data that might have been gathered 
through this medium showing the outward bodily bene- 
fits resulting from camp routine and the soldier train- 
ing would be of interest and value.

N VIEW of the general expectation that nation- 

wide prohibition will augment the ranks of drug 

takers, there are timely points in a discussion of 

habit-forming drugs by Lieutenant-Commander W. 
A. Bloedorn, U. S. N., in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, in part as follows: 


The average person, when speaking of drug addic- 
tion, has a mental picture possibly inspired by some 
stage impersonation he has seen of an individual more 
or less emaciated, with sunken cheeks, sallow com- 
plexion and marks of the needle on the arms and body, 
who nervously starts at the slightest sound and con- 
stantly feels himself as if to establish his own identity. 
While this may picture the habitue in some respects, 
particularly in the late stages of his addiction, it fails 
absolutely to identify the great army of drug addicts 
that exists in this country. 


As a matter of fact, the diagnosis of drug addiction 
is one of the most difficult problems the physician 
has to meet. 
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The early diagnosis of cases and the placing of the 
patients under treatment are of the greatest impor- 
tance to civil communities as well as to the military 
and naval forces of the country. 

A drug addict should be regarded as a focus of in- 
fection who through contact with susceptible indi- 
viduals serves to spread the habit. 

Heroin appears to be the drug most easily obtained 
at present; as a result, the great majority of addicts 
are heroin users. Also, heroin admits of easy adultera- 
tion, requires no apparatus to take and can be readily 
distributed. While heroin occupies a place of some 
importance in the equipment of the physician, it is by 
no means indispensable, and it could be discarded en- 
tirely without serious results. 

Cocain and morphine are used by only a small per- 
centage of addicts. The effects of cocaine are rather 
violent, and the addict will usually state that he lost 
no time in shifting to heroin as soon as he could get it. 
He realizes that cocaine is a much more dangerous 
drug and requires much greater care in dosage. Its

eifects are more frequently noticeable, and he is more 
liable to discovery following its use. 

Morphine, from the standpoint of the addict, is much 
more desirable than cocaine. It is not apt to produce 
the violent reactions frequently seen after a slight 
overdose of cocaine and the mental effect appears to 
be better. 

However, the ideal drug for the addict seems to be 
heroin, and we would do well to pay particular atten- 
tion to this narcotic. It does not follow that if the 
manufacture of this drug were stopped entirely we 
should have the majority of addicts under control; but 
we should have greatly decreased the availability of 
habit-forming drugs and should have removed one of 
the worst offenders among the narcotics. 

Opium and its derivatives, ever since their action 
was known to man, have been the great narcotics on 
which the individual who feels himself inadequate to 
face life squarely has rested and drifted with the tide. 
If we dispose of heroin it is probably from among these 
derivatives that substitutes will be sought.

these investigators, there is a positive 
correlation between physical and 
intellectual development in the growth of school chil- 
dren.

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It will now be possible to follow on the chart 
with exactness his response to American environments. 


Prior to the Kilmer discovery others used the cam- 
era for making physical measurements of subjects, but 
the records obtained have not been reliable due to the 
very deficiencies of the camera itself. There may be 
conditions attending the taking of the picture that 
would materially impair the reputation of the camera 
for truth and veracity, and it was to make the repro- 
ductions 100 per cent dependable that the new appliance 
was perfected. Many things may cause the lens to 
distort and to fail to reproduce with faithfulness; the 
direction from which the light comes, the power and 
source of the light, the position of the subject, the ex- 
actness with which the focusing is done, and so on. 
In focusing alone a difference of a fraction of an inch 
may make a material qualification in the matter of 
dimensions of various parts of a pictured subject. 

In portraiture these weaknesses of the camera do 
not matter so very much. But in photography as ap- 
plied to physiology they have proved a stumbling block, 
and the art has been recognized by physicians, physical 
culturists and students of physiognomy more for its 
essentially graphic 
guide to correct dimensions. 

The manner in which Dr. Kilmer secures photo- 
graphs of a person under study is about as follows: 
In the first place, he fitted up a small studio in which 
he employed a powerful mercury vapor arc lamp, thus 
providing one of the most essential features of his 
method, a light of uniform intensity. This light not 
only enabled him to take pictures at any time, re- 
gardless of the weather, but with the same degree of 
illumination repeated in all respects as often as de- 
sired. Furthermore, all of the exposures were instan- 
taneous, thus precluding any possibility of movement on 
the part of the subject while the photograph was being 
taken. 

The camera itself has a lens of definite focal length, 
and is so placed on a movable stand that the optical 
axis of the lens is parallel with the floor and at a pre- 
scribed height from the latter. At a carefully measured 
distance in front of the camera is placed a low stool, 
upon which the person to be photographed stands. On 
the top of the stool, which is always placed in exactly 
the same spot, are painted footprints upon which the 
person being photographed places his own feet. The 
purpose of this is to make certain that he poses each 
time in the same focal plane; that is, the same distance 
from the lens of the camera. Thus the vertical axis is 
identical in any series of pictures, and consequently, 
the dimensional values remain constant, because tlie 
surfaces or contours to be reproduced from time to time 
are neither nearer nor farther from the camera.

T IS no secret that politics and political manip- 
ulations, exercised regularly on altogether too 
complaisant officials clothed with the pardon- 
ing power, are permitted to discredit the parole 
system in dealing with persons convicted of 
crime. This condition of affairs is receiving 
very serious thought these days from police offi- 
Cials, particularly in the larger cities, where crime is 
steadily increasing despite redoubled vigilance and 
drastic methods to check its alarming growth. 

Out of the wave of holdups, burglaries and other 
forms of crime, in which the perpetrators go armed 
with deadly weapons, has come the outstanding fact 
that a number of these malefactors are enjoying their 
freedom, and therefore the opportunity to rob and ter- 
rorize, through the application of the parole. They 
have, in other words, been released from the law’s 
clutches with the most solemn assurance that they 
would go and err no more. 

Most exasperating of all the cases of misdirected 
mercy, according to the view of the St. Louis police, 
was that of Earl Hunter, who, with his companions, 
made the daylight raid: quite recently on the Meramec 
Trust Co. in South St. Louis and shot Police Sergeant 
William J. Smith, Patrolman Thomas Ward and a little 
girl, who happened to step out of a church door, while 
the robber band was staging its Wild West show along 
Meramec street. Following his arrest Hunter conféssed 
to have taken part in no less than 20 robberies and 
other crimes, since he was paroled from the Missouri 
Penitentiary last February, through the act of the State 
Prison Board and Gov. Gardner. 

His sentence, imposed in August, 1917, called for three 
years for highway robbery, but he had served less than 
18 months when he was turned loose with his commu- 
tation in hand. He had letters as well, testifying to 
his character and capacity, issued by the prison con- 
tractors, and as there was nothing in evidence to show 
that they came from a penitentiary, the shrewd Hunter 
was enabled to use them to the extent of getting a po- 
Sition as key clerk at the Statler Hotel. He now admits 
that he resumed his criminal career with added zest 
when he returned to St. Louis. Had the pardon offi- 
cials rejected his plea, he would still be confined at 
Jefferson City and the holdup on Meramec street would 
not have happened; neither would some 20 or more 
other holdup jobs of recent history have taken place. 

Only a week or two past, St. Louis detectives run- 
ning down a particularly bold robbery in the West 
End, picked up the hat worn by an old-time offender 
with several sentences and prison terms recorded on 
the back of his photograph in the Rogues Gallery at 
police headquarters. Despite all this, it developed that 
he was abroad through the issuance of a parole by the 
Governor and the Prison Board at Jefferson City. The 
pardon had been granted evidently through political 
pressure and the released convict was paroled to a well- 
known politician of the Democratic persuasion. Though 
he was locked up by the police, he was in custody only 
a very short while when a professional bondsman 
signed the papers which turned him loose once more on 
the public streets. He had to have money or sub- 
stantial backing, as these bondsmen who make a 
business of signing such documents are by no means 
animated by benevolent motives. 

This flagrant misuse of the pardoning power is not 
at all confined to the officials at Jefferson City, as 
the records of shrewd and desperate master criminals 
wanted in other cities, furnish weight and testimony. 
In circulars recently issued by Chicago police authori- 
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Protest from police officials over the

ties there are a very large number anxiously sought 
who quite recently stepped out of Joliet, through the 
intercession of potential forces working along political, 
rather than humanitarian, lines. These liberated crim- 
inals returned to Chicago and resumed business either 
at their old or freshly acquired stands, and the wave 
oi crime received some material stimulus. Records in 
other quarters tell the same story. The criminal, de. 
spite the character of his crimes, has his friends, who 
in turn solicit the aid of others, until they reach the 
men who can get results, and in the working out of 
the system, one will find no diminution of effort until 
the last papers are signed and the beneficiary of the 
commutation is again turned out on the community. 

And there are, so far as the record goes, good reasons 
assigned. Sometimes it is a sick pardon, in which the 
poor prisoner is pictured as a physical wreck, who 
only ass the great boon of dying outside the prison 
Walls, in the loving embrace of a fond mother. This 
carries the real ring of mercy and it is a winner in 
many cases. But the released convict does not always 
2o home to die. He has been known to visit violent 
death on others in the pursuit of his profession, be- 
fore giving any serious thought to the fond mother, 
or the implied promise to the pardoning powers, of 
furnishing himself as the subject for a funeral. 

During the past dozen or more years there has been 
a widespread agitation to reform prison practices, and 
the entire system of dealing with convicts has under- 
gone sweeping changes. The various organizations 
seeking the betterment of the weak and unfortunate 
have brought about conditions that no police or prison 
official would consider for a second 20 or 25 years ago. 
They could not, in their naturally prejudiced sphere, 
see much chance of developing an honor system among 
men who would murder with little or no provocation, 
or stick up a helpless person in the public street and 
rob him after probably inflicting such injuries as to 
impair him for the balance of his life, if not actually 
adding homicide to the crime of robbery. Still, the 
uplift went on, increasing in power and popularity until 
its reforms are now in evidence in most of the states 
in the country, with the parole idea duly incorporated 
in every plan of bettering these unfortunate derelicts. 

But, as there are flaws in most things designed by 
human agencies, the various uplifting plans needs must 
have their weaknesses, and the application, or rather 
the misapplication, of the parole seems to be the most 
faulty. Politicians have long had a way of ingratiating 
themselves into places where it was hoped they would 
have the good taste to remain without. Hence, when 
it was devised that paroles could be issued when the 
right character of pressure was brought to bear sup- 
ported, of course, by documentary pleas, the politicians 
were ready to take advantage of the various openings 
in prison walls suggested by the modern and humane 
plan. And these politicians have been active from 
the very beginning, since they have a way of working 
while the humanitarians who give scientific thought to 
such questions, are taking restful slumber. Thus it 
is that dangerous and desperate criminals are often let 
loose, while comparatively harmless prisoners, who lack 
such powerful aid, are permitted to languish behind 
their prison bars. 

In recent years attention has been frequently called 
to paroles granted at Jefferson City in response to po- 
litical pressure that occasion very decided comment. 
Among the number were John Collins, noted pickpocket 
and gunman; Fred Woelfel, recently killed in a gang 
feud in Chicago; Theodore Freebersyer, Roy Stout, Ed- 
ward A. Bray, Willie Gleason and Estill, alias ‘‘Foot 
and a Half,’ Butler. These are only a few of a very 
large numbers. Collins, who is back in prison. had 
served parts of two terms before getting his last pa- 
role, and, according to police statistics, is about as 
bad an actor as a hardened criminal! can very well be, 
vet he never seems to have any trouble getting the 
‘open sesame’ when he feels the call of freedom com- 
ing upon him. 

Another remarkable case of working the parole sys- 
tem is furnished by Roy Stout, who, on his plea of 
guilty to burglary, recently given, is back in the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary serving a.10-year sentence. In Sep- 
tember, 1911, he pleaded guilty to three charges of bur- 
glary and was given two years on each charge. About 
three years later he was paroled and returned to his 
old haunts and associates. In 1917 he entered another 
plea of guilty to the same charge and was paroled in 
court, without having to go to prison. Two months 
ago, with an accumulation of charges pending against 
him, he again admitted his guilt and went up for 10 
years. And there are others showing the same general 
history. 


Once paroled the hymn becomes a noc- 
turnal duet of another kind. 


The shrewd crook who works the parole route to gain 
his freedom religiously adheres to an exacting program 
by way of co-operating with his allies, who are work- 
ing on the outside. No matter how reckless and daring 
he might have been on the outside, he becomes intense- 
ly docile on the inside, and does his work and so de- 
means himself as to win an excellent deportment rec- 
ord. This helps a great deal when the Warden of the 
prison is called upon by the Parole Board. He sends 
in the record, which tells what a model prisoner the 
prison is about to lose. While he is doing the “ex- 
emplary” within, the boys have the petition go- 
ing the rounds seeking the signatures of the best 
citizens. As a general rule, few people who sign 
petitions take the pains to inquire what it is all about. 
They just append their names in most cases to get 
rid of the solicitors. In time a formidable cnd most 
impressive array of letters and indorsements is ready 
for the pardon dispensers and on top of this comes the 
good-conduct record from the prison. Sometimes when 
it is a case of burglary or robbery the victim of the 
crime is seen and reimbursed by outside parties, so as 
to be placed in a proper mood. With his money or 
other property restored, he is not emphatic in his op- 
position to the granting of a parole; he may even heap 
coals of fire on the head of his erstwhile enemy by 
deliberately attaching his signature to the application. 
Where. criminals have gang formations, which is quite 
common in these days of higher efficiency in all lines 
of business, “the boys” Know every detail of the pre- 
liminaries leading up to the issuance of a parole, and 
they are always active. 

Among the police officials who have received shocks 
from time to time by the exercise of the parole system, 
is Chief of Detectives John P. Hannegan, who directs 
the activities of the plain clothes section of the St. 
Louis Police Department. Discussing the slips in 
the system that turn.loose only too frequently men who 
should by every requirement of caution be kept behind 
the bars he made this observation: 

“I believe in the parole system, but not to the ex- 
tent of overworking it. It is all right to take a first 
offender in some cases and give him another chance to 
make good, especially in minor thefts, embezzlements 
and the like, but | would never recommend it for those 
who deliberately arm themselves with deadly weapons 
and enter the homes, or hold up the people on the 
streets. For these offenders there should be no such 
mercy shown. The gunman does not belong in the 
classification that is entitled to consideration. When 
he sticks up the citizen on the street or invades the 
privacy of the home he has his deadly weapon in hand 
and in a pinch will use it. He is going to take no 
chances. This is the class that usually breaks the con- 
ditions of the parole. Once they are fixed, they should 
stay fixed where they can do no harm. Of course, lI 
refer to those who are clearly guilty, where there can- 
not be the slightest doubt of guilt.’ 

Another official who has gone into the parole law and 
seen its good features injured by abuses, is John M. 
Shea, for many years at the head of the Bureau of 
Identification of the St. Louis department. There are 
few men who have devoted their lives to the appre- 
hension of criminals who have made any closer study 
of the subject that has this expert on Bertillon measure- 
ments and finger prints. He takes the same view as 
the head of the Detective Bureau. “There is little use 
of wasting sympathy on gunmen,” he says. “They are 
shrewd and they know how to work every avenue that
